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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's response filed July 1 9*^ has been entered and made of record. 

2. Applicant has not amended any claims. Claims 4, 5 and 16 have been 
cancelled. Claims 1-3, 6-15 and 17-22 are now pending. 

3. Applicant's remarks in view of the last presented rejection have been fully 
considered and found to be persuasive. Applicant has explained the distinguishing 
elements of the presently recited claims and the prior art references presented, namely 
the primary reference to Katt et ai. The distinguishing features presented in applicant's 
remarks are further summarized and explained below in the reasons for allowance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-3, 6-15 and 17-22 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's extensive remarks can be found on pages 16-24 in the last response. 
The arguments are found persuasive and will be briefly summarized here. 

With regard to Claims 1 and 15 and corresponding dependent claims, the 
reference of Katt discloses a carrier tape with a seal material on top, which is 
illuminated for inspection purposes. However Katt does not disclose that the light is 
reflected off the carrier as recited in the claims and does not disclose wavelengths of 
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light passing through the packaging materials as the light does not pass through the 
carrier tape. In view of applicant's remarks the claims as recited are distinguished from 
the prior art of Katt. 

With regard to claims 10, 20 and 22 and corresponding dependent claims, 
Applicant's remarks make the same distinctions with regard to the primary Katt 
reference. Applicant also makes arguments with regard to the secondary references of 
King and Mullins. In view of applicant's remarks the claims as recited are distinguished 
from the prior art of Katt and King and Mullins. 

With regard to claims 12 and 21 and corresponding dependent claims, 
Applicant's remarks make the same distinctions with regard to the primary Katt 
reference. Applicant also makes arguments with regard to the secondary reference of 
King with regard to the fluorescing excitation light source. In view of applicant's remarks 
the claims as recited are distinguished from the prior art of Katt and King.
